Auto Patch Access 

On February 2nd as a service to Amateur 
Radio the auto patch access on the 147,36 
repeater is now open to all amateurs, Club 
members are asked to monitor the repeater 
and assist those wishing to use the repeater's 
auto patch facility. It is each members 
responsibility to insure that the repeater is 
operated in accordance with the rules of the 
FCC, If you perceive that the repeater is being 
operated in violation of FCC rules be tactfull 
and diplomatic in your notification to the 
operator using the system, The open auto 
patch on this repeater is on a trial basis. If 
there is an abuse of the system the 
membership may have to decide if this service 
shouid continue. If there are any problems that 
occur they should be brought to the attention 
of any board member. Access to the auto 
patch by those holding the proper license is: 
079 XXX-XXXX-*. Where X is the local phone 
number. The system does not accept long 
distance calls. To terminate the patch use 117%. 
Dont forget the asterisk. In addition to this 
change the access for the 147.12 autopatch 
has also been changed. Paid members should 
have received the new access code on the 
back of your membership card included in this 
mailing.
